Spaalah gptei Have Dfen I'nreremonl- 
onsly Klekad Out of Caaada. 

Madrid, Jane 15.— The minister for 

foreign affairs, Dukf Almodovar de 
Rio, told the newspaper men that the 
Spanish government bad not taken any 
step in the direction of peace nego- 
tlatlona. The minister also said he had 
not received any confirmation of the 
reported third attack on Santiago de 
Cuba. 

The minlater for war. General Cor- 
rea, declared the altnatlon at Manilla 

is better than was supposed. He said 
Captain General August! had concen- 
trated 20,000 men for the defense of 
the city and his batteries of artillery 
are asserted to comprise 189 long range 
guns. 

It was officially announced that Senor 
Du Bosc, the former Spanish charge 
d'atfairs at Washington, and Lieuten- 
ant Carransa, the former Spanish naval 
attache at Washington, have bt^n "In- 
vited" to leave Canada, owing to the 
"Canadian authorities having inter- 
cepted a letter which Lieutenant Car- 
ransa addreaaed to the mlalster of 
marine, giving an account of the con- 
dition of the American 'fortifications.' " 



BlamM tha Madrid Oflleials. 

London, June 15.— The Times gives 
space to a 2-column account of the bat- 
tle of Manilla, including Admiral Mon- 
tojo'a veraton of the destruction of his 
fleet It contains nothing beyond what 
has already been cabled to the United 
States, except the statement of Monto- 
Je that he Intended to flgbt, at Sable, 
but, on fladlag that It would take at 
least a month to put Sublc in a proper 
state of defeaaa^ he was bilged to re- 
turn to Cavlte. He blames the Madrid 
government for the disaater, declaring 
that he had eonatantly madd requisi 
tions for ships and torpedoes, but that 
nothing cama.

Camp of the United States Marines, 
Outer Harbor of Quaatanamo, June IS. 
—After three nigfata of hard fighting 

the American flag still floats on Cuban 
soil over the encampment of the ma- 
rine battalion, and our boys say they 
will keep It there until the belated 
troops arrive If It takes till winter. 

Thus far the marines have had the 
best of the fighting, but the situation is 
grave and they are busy with repelling 
almost Incessant attacka. They have 
little chance to rest or aleep, and the 

time of the arrival Of tho relieving 

troops Is uncertain. 

Were it not for the protecting guns 
of the fleet the gallantUttleband would 
be annihilated by the Spanish troops 
In overpowering numbers frum Santi- 
ago de Cuba. As it is, they probably 
can hold their position, but they can 
not move forward until reinforced by 
troops. 

What first, with tho white tents on a 
bold eminence against the tropic back- 
ground, looked like a holiday camp is 
now grim reality. The tenta have been 
struck and rolled Into breatsworks. 
supplemented by trenches around tht 
crest of the bill. The spot is lamenta- 
bly exposed, while surroaadlag It on 
all sides Is heavy brush. 

The least movement in the camp U 
the signal for instant target practice 
upon the part of the Spanish sharp- 
ahootera, whoae riflea carry much fur- 
ther than ours, though their owners 
rarely hit anything they aim at. It it 
impossible to accurately estimate the 
Spanish attacking force, but it is nu- 
merous enough. 

About two-thirds of this force sur 
round the camp nightly with a deadly 
ring, and the ipatling of the Mauser 
make things quite lively, for the Span 
tarda are daring eaoagh to crawl up 
and take a pop shot at the marine 
from the bushes about 30 yards from 
the camp. 

FIOHT LIKB INDIANS. 

At night the bealegera fight like In 
diana, and our old Apache fighters will 
feel in their element. Every yard ol 
chapparel is an ambuscade, and picket 
duty Is flipping coins with death. 

After the flrat attack on Saturday 
night Colonel Huntington decided that 
another attempt woul^be made on Sun- 
day night, and he caused intrench 
ments to be thrown up on all sides ol 
the camp, and In the trencbea the malo 
part of the battalion waited for the at- 
tack that the colonel was certain would 
come. 

It arrived within a short time aftei 
dark, and from that time until day 
break the firing was Inceasant and at 
times very heavy. On the American 
side two men were klllMl had four In 
Jured. 

The Marblebead. bellevlag the Amer- 
icans had bMa drlTea out threw sev- 
eral shells into the camp. The attack 
however, was repulsed by the siiuaH 
detachment of marines in csmp with- 
out trouble. The shells of the Marble- 
head struck among the marines. 

The fight was the first of the war 
In which the Cubans co-operated with 
the American forces and their qo-oper- 
atioB waa not a glittering success. At 
one time during the sfternoon when- 
ever the marines were firing on a small 
detachment of Spaniards that made 
their appearance a short distance from 
the camp, the Cubana began firing 
without orders and sent a volley right 
among the Americana. There were 
several very narrow aioapea but ne 
on« waa iajai;ed. 

UMtaeant Nevina oT eompaay D 
waa aent out on scout duty and as on 
the day previous be attacked a small 
stone fort A hot flgbt followed and th«

Louisville Dispatch : "The race for the

Collector Roberts Monday received 
from Washington a letter of advice con- 
cerning the new revenue bill which haa 

passed both houses of Congress and re- 
ceived the President's signature. One 
paragraph will be ot Intereet to every 
dealer in cigars, dgarettes and tobacco. 
It is as follows : 

"Dealers having stock on hand with 
stamps affixed at old rates subsniuent to 
April 14, 1898, in excess of 1,000 pounds 
of tobacco, or 20,000 cigars or cigarettes, 
are required to make return to Collectors 
within thirty days after the passage of 
the act for assessment ol a tax equal to 
one-half the difl'erence between the tax 
already pdd on such articles, at the time 
of removal from the factory or OOStom 
bouse, an4 the new rate."

Wasbinoton, Jane 12.— The tanners of 

the I'niti'd States are drawing upon other 
plarte oi the world for more mooey io the 
fiecal year which enda wMi thlt month 
than in any preceding year in the history 
of the country. .Even the high water 
mark of 1893, when our exports of agri- 
coltoral products amounted to $799,328,- 
282 will be eurpaseed by the record of the 
f<6Bi which cloaee with this month. The 
preliminary report of May ezportationa 
which have reached the Bnrean of Statia- 
titt makes it quite apparent that the ex- 
fiovto of the year will be considerably in 
exeeM of $800,000,000, the totil flw th* 
year being likely to reach fS35,000,000. 
I^ever before have the exports of agricul- 
ttual prodocta reached the 1800,000,000 
line, and never but twice they have been 
as much as $700,000,000, the two occa- 
sions in wliich thev passed the S"00,000,- 
000 line being in 1S81 and 1892. Com- 
pared with last fiscal year the increase in 
exports of agricultural products will be 
fully $150,000/)00,and compared with the 
preceding year the increase will be over 
1260,000,000, while the total will be fully 
60 per cent in excess of that of the fiscal 
year 1806. 

In breadetuflfs alone the exports of the 
year will amount to nearly $1,000,000 for 
Mch busineaa day, and will be more than 
$100,000,000 in excess of last year's 
breadatnfid. Nearly all articles classed 
At breadstnffs have participated in this 
increase. Of wheat the value of the ex- 
ports for the fiscal year 1898 will be more 
than double those of the fiscal year 1S97 ; 
while the increase in flour will be nearly 
60 per cent, and of corn nearly '>0 per 
cent, in value. May exports of corn 
were larger than those of any month in 
the history of the conntry, while the 
total exports for the year for the first 
time will pass the 200,000,000 bushel line, 
the total in only three preceding years 
having reached 100,000,000 bushels. 
Cornmeal, oate and oatmeal and rye show 
• itriking increaae, the Rnin in oatmeal 
being more than (iO per cent, over that of 
last year, and that of oats 100 per cent, 
while in rye the gain it alio phenom- 
anally lame. 

In proTleions, in which item are in- 
cluded beef, hog and dairy produc ts, 
there ia alao a marked increase, the total 
export! of provisioni for the year being 
likely to reach $l(K),000,iT>0 in value. 

Most of. this increase, however, is in 
hog prodncta, ezportatlont of bacon 
which were jn4,lS7,147 in value last year 
being likely to reach S44.00(),000 this 
year, and lard showing a similar increase, 
being likely to reach $37,000,000 this 
year, or a ^;aiii uf nearly $8,000,000. Live 
beef seems to be gaining in popularity 
with our foreign customers, the exports 
of beef cattle having increased materi- 
ally, while those of beef, either fresh 
canned or salted, have failed to show any 
increaae, in most cases a decided falling 
ofT being noticeable. 

The exports of beef cattle during the 
first ten 'months of the fiscal year were 
:'.70,r,t;3 against oin,47S in the correspond 
ing months of last year, while fresh beef 
in the same period fell from 242,168,034 
pounds in ten months of 1897 to 227,434,' 
.'i73 pounds in the corresponding ten 
months of 18!I8. Salted beef shows a fall 
of 35 per cent, for the year and canned 
beef from 40,349,006 ponnda in the ten 
months of 1897 to 34,011,129 ponndt in 
the ten months oi 1808.
